Crusade Hits 
Highest Mark

With final reports still being 
counted from the April cm 
sadc of the American Cancer 
Society, Ronald Rich, volunteer 
chairman of the local branch, 
said, "It looks like another 
good year in the society's fight 
against cancer and the most 
successful in the history of the 
local office."

Figures compiled by the so­ 
ciety Indicate that every sixth 
death in the United States is 
caused by cancer. The disease 
strikes one person in every 
four, and in two families oul 
of three.

Some 46 million Americans 
now living will some day have 
cancer. If all cases of cancer 
were detected in the early 
stage, it would be possible to 
save tlie life of one patient in 
every two with present medi­ 
cal knowledge.
